HISTORICAL SOCIETY VIEWS

ERASTUS SALISBURY FIELD 


A program on American art was 
featured at the monthly meeting 
of the Bethel Historical Society 
held on Thursday evening in the 
meeting room of the Dr. Moses 
Mason Ilouse, The portralts of Dr.

tans, But it was in the nincteenth 
century that he enjoyed his great. 
est success, The ‘untutored and 
self-trained painter, who might 
have served his apprenticeship de- 
corating carriages or painting 
houses or signs, soon discovered 
that customers waited for him and 
his skillful hand in many of the 
small towns and county districts 
of America, For approximately 50 
glorious years beginning in 1800, 
the primitive artist in America 
painted the faces and the look of 
the Amerlean scence .. in ofl, wa- 
tercolor, pencil, crayon, pen-and- 
ink. on paper, silk, bedtleking, 
canvas, barre] tops, cardboard 
on floors, fireboards, signs, houses, 
and merry-go-rounds,
